Senate Condemns McCarthy, Then Adjourns 


Substitutes 
Word 'Condemn' 
For 'Censure' 


Senator Says 
Action W ill M ake 
W ork More Difficult 


WASHINGTON <T.P> — Sen. Jos­ 
eph R. McCarthy declared today 
that his condemnation by the Sen 
ate will make his anti communist 
campaign “more difficult.” 
Hut he 
vowed he will carry on anyway 
without letup. 
‘‘This censure will have no effect 
whatsoever on my attempt to ex­ 
pose Communists in government,” 
he said. 
“ I will continue the same 
as in the past. 
But it will be more 
difficult because of the vote ” 
In the first move of its kind in 
26 years, the Senate late Thursday 
voted 67 to 22 to condemn the con 
troversial Republican for ‘repeat­ 
edly abusing” a 1951-52 Elections 
subcommittee and for calling the 
Senate censure committee an “un­ 
witting handmaiden” of the Com­ 
munist party. 
It completed action in the tur 
bident dispute after substituting 
the word ‘condemn” for “censure” 
in the final resolution and entirely 
dropping one count, sponsored by 
the committee, that accused Mc­ 
Carthy of abusing Brig. Gen. Ralph 
W. Zwicker. 
Senate Adjourns 
The big vote — climaxing a day 
of hectic maneuvering and months 
of stormy debate — sent off a wave 
of speculation today on the effect 
it will have on McCarthy’s future. 
Republican unity, the Democrats, 
and the prestige of the Senate. 
Two Democratic leaders said pri 
vateiy the vote will give McCarthy 
a big shove toward political eclipse 
although it leaves his powers and 
rights as a senator entirely intact. 
But Sen. Francis Case (R SI)), a 
censure committee member, said 
he isn’t at all sure about this. 
Sen. Ralph E. Flanders (It V t),’ 
the man who kicked off the censure 
controversy, said he expects Mc 
earthy to show “an improvement.” 
Sen. Spessard L. Holland (D-Fla) 
expressed hope the senator will 
“ handle himself more c a r e f u ll” in 
future Communist investigations 
The Democrats voted solidly for 
McCarthy’s 
rebuke 
in 
the 
final 
vote, 
but 
the 
Republicans 
split 
straight down the middle with 22 
voting for and 22 against 
It was 
a yawning chasm— with pro Eiscn 
hewer Republicans roughly on one 
side and the old Taft wing on the 
other—and it runs deeper than the 
McCarthy issue alone. 
Says Feeling Is Deep 
Sen. Leverett Saltonstall (Mass), 
Senate GOR whip, admitted “deep 
feelings” were stirred up on both 
sides but expressed hope they will 
heal 
quickly. 
Republican 
Sens. 
Homer Ferguson (Mich), Karl E. 
Mundt (SD), and Wallace F Ben­ 
nett (Utah) took the same position. 
But privately some Republicans ex 
pressed doubt the breach can ever 
be mended. 
Sen. A. S 
Mike Monronev (D- 
Okla) predicted that some Republi 
cans will unleash violent atta cks 
on the 
Democrats because they 
went down the line for McCarthy’s 
reprimand. 
McCarthy 
expressed 
“ disappointment” at this unanim­ 
ity today. 
Sen. Edwin C. Johnson (D-Colo), 
a censure committee member, said 
the vote will have “a wholesome 
influence 
on 
all 
senators 
and 
should result in a return to more 
dignity on the part of the Senate ” 
McCarthy’s friends claimed a par­ 
tial victory because the final r e s o ­ 
lution 
“condemned” 
rather than 
“censured” 
McCarthy 
as 
earlier 
drafts had proposer! 
But McCarthy apparently Jolt it 
was a distinction without a differ­ 
ence. 
He referred to the action 
as a “censure” and quipped that 
in any case it could hardly be call 
cd a “vote of confidence.” 
In any event, the condemnation 
was the stiffest rebuke the Senate 
can give one of its members short 
of expulsion which was never seri­

case.

The new transformer replaces 
a 3.000 KVA transform er and will 
enable Harrisburg to have a big­ 
ger flower load. 
Only four minutes were lost in 
the switch from the 3,000 to the 
6.250 unit, CI PS Group Superinten­ 
dent William J. Hopkins said 
Last 
Monday 
afternoon power 
users who would be affected by 
an early morning stoppage were 
told that the power would be off 
for ten minutes at 2 a. rn. Tues 
day while the 3.000 KVA trans­ 
former was disconnected and a 
portable substation was put into 
operation. 
At 2 a 
rn. the following m orn­ 
ing only four minutes were need­ 
ed to make the change. 
Then yesterday 
afternoon the 
6.250 KVA transformer, which al­ 
ready had been set in the sub­ 
station, was 
put into operation 
without loss of a minute. 
The 
portable 
substation 
was 
brought here on a lowboy from 
the GIPS Division headquarters at 
Marion. The job was done by the 
Marion substation crew headed by 
Rudy Scott. 
The new three phase 6,250 KVA 
transform er weighs 43,500 pounds 
and contains 1,568 gallons of trans­ 
form er oil. 
This new transformer takes care 
of increased capacity in Harris­ 
burg, the power going out to the 
city on four main feeder lines. 
One is for the west part of the 
business district and 
D o r r i s 
Heights, one for southeast Harris­ 
burg, the third for southwest H ar­ 
risburg and the other for south­ 
central Harrisburg

attempted jail break with his fists 
because “ those guys were hurting 
my chances of appeal.” 
Crump, 
a 
23-year old 
Negro, 
knocked out the escape leader with 
one punch and led other prisoners 
and 
a guard 
in subduing throe 
other rioters, two of thorn killers, 
in the Cook County Jail Thursday 
j night. 
A convicted murderer, Crump’s 
I only hope is his appeal pending 
before the Illinois Supreme Court 
The escape attempt started in 
I Tier “ CI,” where capital offenders 
and 
“ hardcase” 
prisoners 
are 
housed 
The leader of the attempt, con­ 
victed murderer Elmer Sherwood. 
lammed a phony gun fashioned of 
brown prison soap into the r i b s of 
guard Jack Fahey. 
Fahey 
had 
entered the cell block unarmed to 
return a prisoner from the court­ 
room. 
Sherwood and his three com­ 
rades 
seized 
Fahey’s keys 
and 
unlocked the door to a corridor, 
where they smashed a window and 
: attempted to squeeze through 
Then they returned to the recrea­ 
tion room where they had 
left 
Fahey and eight other convicts 
As Sherwood started to rip a leg 
off a table, Crump shouted “ You 


pronounced clead 
on

Crump was convicted for slaying 
a guard during the 1953 robbery 
of a Chicago packing firm.
